For it is ſaide in the text, that Saule tuen 
him to be Samucl, which coulde not haue bene, by 
the hearing tell onely of an olde man with an 
mantil, fince there was many mo old men dead in 
Iſrael nor Samuels And the common weidof that 
whole Cuntrey was mantils. As to the next, that it 
was not the ſpirit of Samuel, I grant: In the proving 
whereof ye neede not to inſiſt, ſince all Chriſtians 
of whatſo-ever Religion agrees vpon that: and 
none but eithet mere ignorants, or Necromanciers 
or Witches doubtes thereof. And that the Diuel is 
permitted at ſom. times to put himſelt in the liknes 
of the Saintes, it is plaine in the Scriptures, where 
it is ſaid, that Sat han can tranſ-forme himſelfe into an 
Anzelof lizht. Neither could that bring any incon- 
venient with the viſiones of the Prophets, ſinceit is 
moſt certaine, that God will not permit him ſo to 
deceiue his on: but only ſuch, as firſt wilfully de- 
ceiues them-ſelves, by running vnto him, whome 
God then ſuffers to fall in their owne ſnares, and 
juſtlie permittes them to be illuded with great effi- 


- cacy of deceit, becauſe they would not beleeue the 


trueth (as Paul ſayth). And as to the diuelles foretel- 
ling of things to come, it is true that he knowes not 
all thinges farure, but yet that heknowes parte, the 
Tragicall event of this hiſtorie declares it, ( which

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And this word Necramancie is a Greek word, com- 
pounded of xuywr & nau, which is to ſay, the Pro- 
ecie by the dead. This laſt name is given, to this 
lack & vnlawfull ſcience by the figure Synecdoche, 
becauſe it isa principal part of that art, to ſerue them 
ſelues with dead carcages in their diuinations. 
Pur. What difference is there betwixt this arte, 
and Witch -· craft. | 
Er t. Surelie, the difference vulgare put be- 
twixt them, is verrie merrie, and in a maner true; 
for they ſay, that the Witches ar ſervantes onelie, 
and ſlaues to the Devil;but the Necromanciers are 
his maiſters and commander”rs 
Par. How can that be true, ̊ any men being ſpe- 
cially adicted to his ſervice, can be his comanders ? 
Ex 1. Yea, they may be: but it is onelie ſcumdum 
quid: For it is not by anie powerthat they can haue 
over him, but ex pacis allanerlie: whereby he obli- 
ces himſelf in ſome trifles to them, that he may on 
the other part obteine the fruition of their body & 
ſoule, which is the onlie thing he huntes for. 
Pat. An verie in- æquitable contract forſooth: 
But I pray you diſcourſe vnto mee, what is the eſ- 
fe and ſecreets of that arte: | 
Ee 1. That is over large an fielde ye giue mee: 
et I ſhall doe good · will, the moſt ſummatlie that 
can, to runne through the principal points there- 
of. As there are two forts of folles, that may be en- 
tyſed to this arte, to wit, learned or vnlearned: ſo 
is there two meanes, which are the firſt ſteerers vp 
& feeders of their curioſitie, 1 to make them

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to giue themſelves over to the ſame : Which 
two meancs; I call the Divels-{choole,and his rudi- 
mentes. The learned haue their curioſitie wakened 
vppe; and fedde by that which I call his ſchoole: 

For divers men ha- 
ving attained to a great perfection in learning , & 
yet remaining over bare (alas) of the ſpirit of re- 
generation and frutes thereof: finding all natural 
thinges common, aſwell to the ſtupide pedants as 
vnto them, they aſſaie to vendicare vnto them a 
greater name, by not onlie knowing the courſe of 
things heavenlic, but likewiſeto clim to the know- 
ledge of things to come thereby. Which at the firſt 
face appcaring lawfull vnto them, in reſpect the 
round therot ſeemeth to proceed of naturall cau- 
es onelie: they are ſo allured thereby, that finding 
their practize to prooue true in ſundry things, they 
ſtudie to know the cauſe thereof: and ſo mounting 
from degree to degree, vpon the ſlipperie and vn- 
certaine ſcale of curioſitie; they are at laſt entiſed, 
that where lawfull artes or ſciences failes. to ſatisſie 
their reſtles mindes, evento ſecke to that black and 
vnlawfull ſcience of Aagie. Where, finding at 
the firſt, that ſuch diuers formes of circles & con- 
jurations rightlic joyned thereunto, will raiſe ſuch 


divers formes of ſpirites, to reſolue them of their 


doubts : and attributing the doing thereof, to the 
power inſeparablie tyed. or inherent in the circles: 
and manie words of God, confuſedlie wrapped ing 
they blindlie glorie of themſclves,as if they had by 
theirquicknes of ingine, made aconqueſt of IO

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dominion, and were become Emperours over the 
Styeian habitacles. Where, in the meane time (mi-

of their mariage) And ſuch like things, which men 
vſes to practiſe in their merrineſſe: For fra vnlear- 
ned men (beiug naturallie curious, and lacking the 
true knowledge of God) findes theſe . es to 
prooue true, as ſundrie of hem will doe, by the 

wer of the Devill for deceauing men, and not 
by anic inherent vertue in theſe vaine wordesand 
freires ; & being deſirous to wirfne a reputation to 
themſelues inſuch-like turnes, they " if they 
be of the ſhamefaſter ſorte) ſeeke learned 
by ſome that are experimented in that Arte, 
(not knowing it to be euill at the firſt) or elſe be- 
ing of the groſſer ſorte, runnes directlie to the De- 
uill for ambition ot deſire of gaine, and plainelie 
contractes with him thereupon. 

Par. But me thinkes theſe meanes which yee 


call the Schoole and rudimentes of the Deuill, 


are thinges lawfull, and haue bene approoued for 
ſuch in all times andages: As in ſpecial, this ſcience 
of Aſtrologie which is one of the ſpeciall members 

of the Mathematicques, 
Er . There are twothinges which the learned 
haue 


rr „ 
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haue obſerued from thebeginning, in the ſcience: 
of the Heauenlie Creatures, the Planets, Starres, 
and ſuch like: The one is their courſe and ordin 
motiones, which for that cauſe is called QA ſtrono. 
mia: Which word is a compound of roucg & 
that is to ſay,thelaw ofthe Starres : And this arte 
indecd is one of the members of the Mathema- 
ticques, & not onelie lawful,but moſt neceſſarie and 
commendable. The other is called A ſtrologia, be- 
ing compounded of a & hee which is to ſay, 
the word, and preaching of the ſtarres: Which is 
dceuided in two partes: The firſt by knowing there- 
by the powers of ſimples, and ſickeneſſes, the 
courſe of the ſeaſons and the weather, being ruled 
by their influence; which part depending vpon the 
former, although it be not of it ſelfe a parte of Ma. 
thematicques: yet it is not vnlawful, being moderat 
lie vſed, ſuppoſe not ſo neceſſarie and commen- 
dable as the former. The ſecond part is to truſte 
ſo much to their influences, as thereby to fore · tell 
what common-weales ſhall floriſn or decay: what 
perſones ſhall be fortunate or vnfortunate : what 
ſide ſhall winne in anie battell: What man ſhall 
obreine victorie at ſingular combate * What way, 
and of what age ſhall men die: What horſe ſhall 
winne at matche· running; and diuerſe ſuch like 
incredible things, wherein Cardanus, Cornelius A+ 
grippa, and diuerſe others haue more curiouſlie 
then profitably written at large. Of this roote laſt 
ſpoken of, ſprings innumerable branches; ſuchas 
the knowledge by the natiuities; the Cheiromantie,

Jerem. 
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Geomantie, Hydromantie, Arithmantie, Phyſiognomit* 
& a thouſand others: which were much practiſed, 
& holden in great reuerence by the Gentiles of olde. 
And this laſt part of 4ſtrologie whereof I haue ſpo- 
ken,which is the root of their branches, was called 
by them pars fortune. This parte now is vtterlie vn- 


lawful to be truſted in, or practized amongſt chriſti. 


ans, as leaning to no ground of natural reaſon: & it 
is this part which I called before the deuils ſchole. 

P41. But yet manie of the learned are of the 
contrarie opinion. 

Er t. I grant, yet I could giue my reaſons to forti- 
fie & maintaine my opinion, if to enter into thiʒ diſ-

VVVI. Ve haue ſaid fat inough in that argu- 
ment. But how prooue ye now that theſe

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charmes or vnnaturall practicques are vnlawfull; 
For ſo, many honeſt & merrie men & women haue 
publicklic practized ſome of them, that I thinke if 
ye would accuſe them al of Witch-craft,ye would 
athrme more nor ye will be beleeued in. 

Ee i. Iſee it you had taken good tent (to the na- 
ture of that word, whereby I named it,) ye would 
not haue beue in this doubt, nor miſtaken me, ſo 
farre as ye haue done: For although, as none can be 
ſchollers ina ſchole, & not be ſubject to the maſter 
thereot᷑: ſo none can ſtudieand put᷑ in practize(for 
ſtudie the alone, and knowledge, is more perilous 
nor offenſiue; and it is the practiſe only that makes 
the greatnes of the offence.) The cirkles and art of 
Mage, without committing an horrible defection 
from God: And yet as they that reades and learnes 
their rudiments, are not the more ſubject to anie 
ſchoole · maſter, ifit pleaſe not their parentes to put 
them to the ſchoole thereafter, So they who igno- 
rantly proues theſe practicques, which I cal the de- 
villes rudiments, vnknowing them to be baites,ca- 
ſten out by him, for trapping ſuch as God will per- 
mit to fall in his hands: This kinde of folkes I ſaie, 
no doubt, ar to be judged the beſt of, in reſpectthey 
vie no invocation nor help of him (by their know- 
ledge atleaſt) in theſeturnes,and ſo haue neuer en- 
tred themſelues in Sathans ſeruice; Vet to ſpeake 
truely for my one part (I ſpeake but for my ſelfe) 
I deſire not to make ſo neere riding: For in my opi- 
nion our enemie is ouer craſtie and we ouer weake 
(except the greater grace of God) to aſſay ſuch ha- 
zards, wherein he preaſes to trap vs. 3 

N. 
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Par. Ye haue reaſon forſooth; for as the com. 

mon Prouerbe ſaith: They that ſuppe keile with 

the Deuill, haue neede of long ſpoones. But now 


I praie you goe forwarde in the deſcribing of this 
arte of Magie. 

Er i. Fra they bee come once vnto this per- 
fection in euill, in hauing any knowledge (whether 
learned ot vnlearned) ot this black art: they then be- 

inne to be wearie of the raiſing of their Maiſter, 
by conjured circkles ; being both ſo difficile and 
perilous, and ſo commeth plainelie to a contract 
with him, wherein is ſpeciallie conteined formies 
and effectes. 

Pur. But I praye you or euer you goe further, 
diſcourſe me ſome-· what of their circkles and con- 
jurationes; And what ſhould be the cauſe of their 
wearying thereof: For it ſhould ſeeme that that 
forme ſhould be leſſe fearefull yet, than the direct 
haunting and ſocietie, with that foule and vn- 
cleane Spirite. 

Er i. Ithinke ye take me to be a Witch my ſelfe, 
or at the leaſt would faine ſweare your ſelfe pren- 
tiiſe to chat craft: Alwaies as I may, I ſhall ſhortlic 
ſatisſie you, in that kinde of conjurations, which 
are conteined in ſuch bookes, which I call the De- 
uilles Schoole : There are foure principall partes; 
the perſons of theconjurers ; the action of the con- 
juration; the wordes and rites vſed to that effect; 
and th<Spirites that are conjured. Yemuſt firſt re- 
member to laye the ground, that I tould you be- 
fore: whichis , chat it is no power inherent in the 

Cle 
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circles,or in the holines of the names of God blaſ- 
phemouſlie vſed: nor in whatſocuer rites or ce- 
remonies at that time vſedgthat either can raiſe any 
internall ſpirit, or yet limitat him perforce within 
or without theſe circles. For it is he onelie, the fa- 
ther of all lyes, who hauing firſt of all preſcribed 
that forme of doing, feining himſelſe to be com- 
manded & reſtreined thereby, wil be loath to paſſe 
the boundes of theſe injunctiones; aſwell thereby 
to make them glory in the impiring ouer him (as I 
ſaide before: ) As likewiſe to make himſelfe ſo to 
be truſted in theſe little thinges, that he may haue 
the better commoditie thereafter, to deceive them 
in the end with a tricke once for all; I meane the e- 
uerlaſting perdition of their ſoul & body. Then lay 
ing this ground, as I haue ſaid, theſe conjutationes 
muſt haue few or mo in number of the perſones 
conjurers (alwaies paſſing the ſinguler number)ac- 
cording to the qualitie of the circle, and forme of 
apparition. Two principall thinges cannot well in 
that errand be wanted: holie· water (whereby the 
Deuill mockes the Papiſtes) and ſome preſentof a 
living thing vnto him. Therearlikewiſe certaine 
ſcaſons, dayes and houres, that they obſerue in this 
purpoſe: Theſe things being all readie, and prepa- 
red, circles are made triangular, quadrangular, 
round, double or ſingle, according tothe forme of 
apparition that they craue. But to ſpeake of the di- 
verſe formes of the circles , of the innumerable 
characters and croſſes that are within and without, 
and out through the ſame, of -_ divers formes of 


app 
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apparitiones , that that craftie ſpirit illudes them 
with, and of all ſuch particulars in that action, I re- 
mit it to ouer· manie that haue buſied their heades 
in deſcribing of the ſame; as being but curious, and 
altogether vnprofitable . And this farre onelie I 
touch, that when the conjured Spirit appeares, 
which will not be while after manie circumſtan- 
ces, long praiers,and much muttring and murmu- 
ring ofthe conjurerslikea en diſpatching 
a hunting Maſſe: how ſone I ſay, he appeares, if they 
haue miſſed one iote of all their rites ;or if any of 
their feere once ſlyd ouer the circle through terror 
of his fearefulapparition,he payes himſelfe at that 
time in his owne hande, of that due debt which 
they ought him; and other-wiſe would haue de- 
layed longer to haue payed him: I meane hee 
carries them with him bodie and ſoule. If this be 
not now a juſt cauſe to make them wearie of theſe 
formes of conjuration, I leaue it to you to judge 
ypon; conſidering the long-ſomeneſſe of the la- 
bour, the preciſe keeping of dayes and houres (as l 
haue ſaid) The terribleneſſe of apparition, and the 

reſent perrell that they ſtande in, in miſſing the 
ſeat circumſtanceor freite,that they ought to ob- 
ferue: And on the other parte, the Devil is glad to 
mooue them to a plaine and ſquare dealing with 
him as I ſaid before,

Ex r. From time that they once plainelie begin 
to contract with him : The effect of their contract 
conſiſtes in two thinges; in formes and effectes, as 
I began to tell alreadie, were it not yee inter- 

rupted me (for although the contract be mutuallʒ 

I ſpeake firſt of that part, wherein the Deuill obli- 

ſhes himſelfe to them) by formes, I meane in what 

ſhape or faſhion he ſhall come vnto them, when 

they call vpon him. And by effectes, I vnderſtand, 

in what ſpecial ſorts of ſeruices he bindes himſelfe 

to be ſubject vnto them. The qualitie of theſe 

formes and effectes, is leſſe or greater, according to 

the skil and art ofthe Magician. For as to the formes, 

to ſome of the baſer ſorte of them he obliſhes him 

ſelfe to appeare at their calling vpon him, by ſuch a 

ropet name which heſhewes vnto them, either in 

46.40 ofa dog a Catte, an Ape, or ſuch-like other 

beaſt; or elſe toanſwere by a voyce onlic, The ef- 

fects are to anſwere to ſuch demands, as concernes 

curing of diſſeaſes, their own particular menage-

But to the moſt curious ſorte, in the formes he will 
obliſh him ſelſe, to enter in a dead bodie, and there 
out of to giue ſuch anſwers, of the euent of batrels, 
of maters concerning the eſtate of common welchs, 
and ſuch like other great queſtions: yea, to ſome he 
will be a continuall attender, in forme of a Page: 
He will permit himſelte to be conjured, for the 
ſpace ot ſo many yeres, ether in a tablet or a ring, or 
ſich like thing which they may eaſely carrie about 
with them: He giues them power to ſel ſuch wares 
to others, whereof ſome will bee dcearer, and ſome 
better cheape;according tothe lying or true ſpeak- 
ing of the Spirit that is conjured therein. Not but 
that in verie deede, all Devils muſt be lyats; but ſo 
they abuſe the ſimplicitie of theſe wretches, that 
becomes their ſchollers, that they make them be- 
leeue, that at the fall of Lucifer, ſome Spirites fell in 
the aire, ſome in the fire, ſome in the water, ſome in 
the lande: In which Elementes they ſtill temaine. 
Whereupon they build, that ſuch as fell in tlie fire, 
or in the aire, are truer then they, who fell in the 
water or in the land, which is al but meare trattles, 
& forged be the author of al deceit. For they fel not 
be weight, as a ſolide ſubſtance, to ſtick in any one 
parte: But the principall part of their fal, conſiſting 
in qualitie, by the falling from the grace of God 
wherein they were created, they continued ſtill 
thereafter, and ſhal do while the latter daie, in wan- 
dring through the worlde , as Gods haug. men, to 
execute ſuch turnes as he employes them in. And 
when auic of them are not occupyed in that, re- 
| turne 
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turne they muſt to their priſon in hel (as it is plaine 


re 
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in the miracle that Cuxter wrought at Genne- .J. 


zareth) therein at the latter daie to be all encloſed 
for euer: and as they deceiue 3 in this, 
ſo do they, in impriming in the opinion that 
there are ſo manie Princes, Dukes, and K inges a- 
mongſt them, euerie one commanding fewer 


or mo Legions, and i ing in diuers artes, 
Mn 


; that I will 
not denie that there be a forme of ordour amongſt 
the Angel in Heauen, and conſequentlie, was a- 
mongſtthem before their fallʒyet, either that they 
bruike the ſame ſenſine; or that God will permit 
vs to 'know by damned Devils; ſuch heauenlie 
myſteries of his, which he would not reucale to vs 
neither by Scripture nor Prophets, I thinke no 
Chriſtiane will once thinke it. But by the contra- 
rie of all ſuch myſteries, as he hath cloſed vp with 
his ſeale of ſecrecie; it becommeth vs to be con- 
rented with an humble ignorance , they being 
thinges not neceſſarie for our ſaluation. But to re- 
turne to the purpoſe, as theſe formes, wherein Sa- 
than obliſhes himſelfe to the greateſt of the (a 
ciciaut, are wounderfull curious; fo are the effectes 
correſpondent vnto the ſame: For he will obliſh 
himſelſe to teich them artes and ſciences, which 
he may eaſelie doe, being ſo learned a knaue as he 
is: To carrie them newes from anie parte of the 
worlde, which the agilitie of a Spitite may eaſelie 
performe : to reucale to them the ſecretes of anie 
perſons, ſo being they bee once ſpoken, for the 
3 thought 
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thought none knowes but GOD ; except ſo 
far as yee may gheſſe by their countenance; as one 
who is doubtleſlic learned inough in the Phyſiog- 
nomie: Tea, he will make his ſchollers to creepe in 
credite with Princes , by fore-telling them ma- 
nic greate thinges ; parte true, parte falſe: For ifall 
were falſe, he would tyne credite at all handes; but 
alwaics doubtſome, as his Oracles were. And he 
will alſo make them to pleaſe Princes, by faire ban- 

uets and daintie diſhes,carryed in ſhort ſpace fra 
the fartheſt part of the worlde. For no man doubts 
but he is a thiefe, and his agilitic (as I ſpake before) 
makes him to come ſuche ſpeede. Such-like, he 
will guard his ſchollers with faire armies of horſe- 
men and foote-men in appearance , caſtles and 
fortes: Which all are but impreſſiones intheaire, 
eaſelie gathered by a ſpirite, drawing ſo neare to 
that ſubſtance himſelfe: As in like maner he will 
learne them manic juglarie trickes at Cardes, dice, 
& ſuch like, to deceiue mennes ſenſes thereby: and 
ſuch innumerable falſe practicques; which are pro- 
uen by ouer. manie in this age: As they who ar ac- 
quainted with that Italian called Sco ro yet liuing, 
can reporte. And yet are all theſe thinges but delu- 
ding of the ſenſes, and no waies true in ſnbſtance, 
as were the falſe miracles wrought by King Pha- 
raves Magicians, for counterfeiting Moyſes: For that 
is the difference betuixt Gods myracles and the 
Deuils, God is a creator, what he makes appeare 
in miracle, it is ſo in effect. As Moyſes rod being ca- 
ſten downe, was no doubt turned in a natural Ser- 


pent: 
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pent: where as the Deuill (as Gods Ape)counter- 
fetting that by his Magicians,maid their wandes to 
appeare ſo, onelieto mennes outward ſenſes: as ky- 
thed in effect by their being deuoured by the o- 
ther. For it is no wonder, that the Deuill may de- 
lude our ſenſes, ſince we ſee by common proofe, 
that ſimple juglars will make an hundreth thinges 
ſceme both to our cies and cares otherwaies then 
they are. Now as to the Magicians parte of the con- 
tract, it is ina word that thing, which I ſaid before, 
the Deuill hunts for in all men. 

Par. Surelie ye haue ſaid much to mein this 
— it all that ye haue ſaid be as true as wounder- 

ull. 

Ex i. For the trueth in theſe actiones, it will be 
eaſelie confirmed, to anie that pleaſes to take paine 
vpon the reading of diverſe authenticque hiſto- 
ries, and the inquiring of daily experiences. And as 
for the trueth of theirpoſſibilitie,thatrhey may be, 
and in what maner, I truſt l haue — 2 
whereunto I haue not joyned ſuch probable rea- 
ſons, as I leaue to your diſcretion, to waie and con- 
ſidder: One wordonlie I omitted; concerning the 
forme of making of this contract, which is either 
written with the Magicians one bloud: or elſe be- 
ingagreed __ (in termes his ſc hole-maſter) tou- 
ches him in ſome parte, though peraduenture no 
marke remaine: as it doth withall Witches.

VRELIE Ve haue made this arte to appeare 

veric monſtruous &deteſtable. But what I pray 
you ſhall be ſaid to ſuch as mainteines this art tobe 
whull, for as cuill as you haue made it: 

Eri. I ſay, they ſauour of the panne them ſelues, 
or at leaſt little better, And yet would be glad to 
heare their reaſons. 

Par. There are two principallie, that euer I 
heard vſedʒ beſide that which is founded vpon the 
comon Prouerb (that the Necromancers commands 
the Deuill, which ye haue already refuted) The one 
is grounded vpon a receiuedcuſtome: The other 
vponan authoritie, which ſome thinkes infallible. 
Vpon cuſtome,we ſee that diuerſe Chriftian Prin- 
ces and Magiſtrates ſeuere puniſhers of Witches, 
will not onelie ouer- ſee Magician: to live within 
their dominions; but euen ſome times delight to 
ſee them prooue ſome of their pracicques. The o- 
ther reaſon is, that Moyſes being brought vp (as it is 

expreſlie ſaid in the ri mall the ſciences of 

the A Feyptians, whereof no doubt, this was one of 
the principalles. And be notwithſtanding of this 
arte, plcaſing God, as he did, conſequentlie that art 
8 by ſo godlica man, coulde not he vnlaw- 
Err, 
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Ex t. As tothe ſirſt of your teaſones grounded 
cuſtome: L ſaie, an cuill cuſtome can neuer 
be accepted fora law, for the ouer great ig- 


ndrance of the worde in foe Princes and Magi- 


ſtrates, and the contempt thereof in others, moues 
them to ſinne heavelie againſt their office in that 
poynt. As to che other reaſone, vhich ſeemes to be 
ot greater weight, if it were formed in a Syllo- 
gilme;itbchooued to be in manic termes, and full 
of fallacies (to ſpeakein termes of Logicque)for firſt, 
that that generall propoſition; affirming Meyſcs 
to be taught in all the ſciences of the A Egyptiam, 
ſhould conclude that he was in Magie, I fee 
no neceſſity. For we muſt vnderſtand tliat the ſpirit 
of God there, ſpeaking of ſciences, vnderſtandes 
them that are law ful i; for except they be law full, 
they are but «b»ſa2called ſciences, & are but igao- 
rances indeede:Nam homo pidtus, nom eſt homo,” Se- 
wing that he had bene t init, chere 
is ffcrence, betw it knowledge and practi- 
fing ofa thing (as I ſaid before) For God know eth 
all thinges, beingalwaics „and of our ſinne 
& our infirmitie | 1 e. Third- 
lie, giuing that | 
the Emecwhich is more nor monſtruous tobe be- 
leeued by any Chriſtian ) yet we know well i- 
nough,that before that euer the

firſt called at the ſirie buſne, hauing remained there

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had both ſtudied and practiſed *. --* - 
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other fourtie yeares in exile: ſo that ſuppoſe he had

ther is it lawfull to vſe ſo vnlawfull inſtrumentes,

Whoſe reaſons I wil 
ſhortely alleage vnto you, thatye may fatisficme as 
well in that, as ye haue done in the reſt. For firſt, 
whereas the Scripture ſeemes to prooue Wirch- 
craft to be, by diuerſe examples, and ſpeciallie by 
ſundrie of the ſame, which ye haucallcaged, it is 
thought by ſome, that theſe places {peakes of (a. 
gicians and Necromancers onlie, & not of Witches, 
As in ſpecial, theſe wiſe men of Pharaohs,that coun- 
terfeited Moyſes miracles, were Magicians tay they, 
& not Witches: As likewiſe that Python!ſſe that Saul 
conſulted with: And ſo was Simeon Magus in the 
now Teſtament,asthat very ſtile imporces.Second- 
lie, where ye would oppone the dailie practicque, 
& confeſſion of ſo manie, that is thought likewiſe to 
be but verie melancholicque imaginations of ſim- 
ple rauing creatures. Thirdly ,if Witches had fuch 
power of Witching of folkes to death, (as they ſay 
they haue) there had bene none left aliue lon 
ſence in the world, but they: at the leaſt, no 
or godlie perſon of whatſocuer eſtate , coulde 
haue eſcaped their deuilrie. | 

Er 1. Yourthreereaſons as I take, ar grounded 
the firſt of them negativ? vpon the Scripture : The 
ſecond «ffirmativt vpon Phylicke: And the thirde 
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the certaine proofe oſ experience. As to your 

firſt, it it moſt true indeede, that all theſe wiſe men 
of Pharach were Magicians of art: As likewile it ap- 
peares wel that the Fythamiſſe, with whom Sas con- 
lulded, was of that ſame profeſſion: & ſo was Simon 
Magus. But yee omitted to ſpeake of the Lawe of 
God, wherein are all Magicians, Diuines, Enchan- 
ters, Sorcerers, Witches, & whatſoucr of that kinde 
chat conſultes with the Deuill, plainelie prohibi- 
ted, and alike threatned againſt. And beſides that, 


ſhe who had the Spirite of Py#hon, in the Aces, Alt. 1c. 


whole Spirite was put to ſileuce by the Apoſtle, 
coulde be no other thing but a verie Sorcerer or 
Witch, if ye admit the vulgare diſtinction, to be 
in awaner true, whereof I ſpake in the beginning 
of our conference. For that ſpirit whereby the con- 
queſted ſuch gaine to her Maſter , was not at het 
raiſing ot commanding,as ſhe pleaſedto appoynt, 
but ſpake by her toung, aſwel publicklie, as priuate- 
lie: Whereby ſhe ſeemed to draw nearer to the ſort 
of Demoniakes ot poſſeſſed, if that conjunction be- 
twixt them, had not bene of her owne conſent; 
as itappeared by her, not being tormented there- 
with: And by her conqueſting of ſuch gaine to her 
maſters (as I haue alreadie ſaid.) As to your ſecond 
reaſon grounded vpon Phylick,in attributing their: 
conſeſſiones or apptehenſiones, toa naturall me- 
lancholicque humour: Anie that pleaſes Phyſical 
lie roconfider vpon the naturall humour of melan. 
cholie, according to all the Phyſicians, that euer 
writ thereupon, they fall finde that that will be 
3 Ouer 
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ouer ſhortacloak to couer their knavery with: For 
as the humor of Melancholie in che ſelte is blacke 
heauicandrerrene, ſo are the ſymptomes thereof, 
in any perſones that are ſubjeR therevnto, leannes, 
lenes, deſire of ſolitude: and if they come to the 
gheſt degree therof, mere folie and Manie: where 


as by the contrarie, a great nomber of them thate-

uer haue bene convict or confeſſors of Witchcraft, 
as may be preſently ſeene by manie that haue at 
this time confeſſed: they are by the conttarie, I ſay, 
ſome of them rich and worldly-wiſe, ſome ot them 
fatte or corpulent in their bodies, and moſt part of 
them altqgether giuen ouer to the pleaſures of the 
ficſh,continual haunting of companie, and all kind 
of merrines, both lawfull and vnlawfull, whichare 
wy directly contrary tothe ſymptomes of Me- 
lancholie, whereof I ſpake, and further experience 
daylie proues how loath they are to confeſſe with- 
out torture, which witneſſeth their guiltines where 
by the conttary, the Melancholicques neuer ſſ 
tobe wray themſelues, by their continuall diſcour- 
ſes, feeding therby their humor in that which they 
thinke no crime. As to vour third reaſon. it ſcarſe · 
lie merites an anſwere. Forifthe deuill their maſter 
were not bridledd as the ſcriptures teacheth vs, ſup- 
poſe there were no men nor women to be his in- 
ſtrumentes, he could finde waics inongh without 
anichelpe of others to wrack almankinde:where- 
vntohe employes his wholeſtudy, and goeth about 
like a roaring lyon (as Px rn faith) to that effect, but 
the limites of his power were ſet down * 
foun 
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foundations of the world were laid, which he hath 
not power in the leaſt jote to tranigreſſe. But be- 
ſide all this, there is ouergreatca certainty to proue 
that thcyart, by the daily experience of the hatmes 
that they do, both to men, and whatſoeuer thing 
men poſſeſſes, home God will permit them to be 
the inſtrumentes, ſo to trouble or viſite, as in my 
— ol that arte, yee ſhall heate clearelie pro- 
ued.

Ep f. This word of Sorcerie is a Latine worde, 
which is taken from caſting of the lot, & therefore 
hie that vſeth it, is called Sortiarius 4ſorte. As to the 
word of Witchcraft, it is nothing but a proper name 
giuen in our language. The cauſe wherefore they 
were called ſertiarij, procerded of their practicques 
ſeeming to come ot lot or chance: Such as the tur- 
ning of the riddle: the knowing of the forme of 
prayers, or ſuch like rokens : Ifa perſon diſeaſed 
woulde liueotr dye. And in generall, that name 
V giuen them for vſing of ſuch charmes, and 
freites, as that Crate teacheth them. Manie 
poynts of their craſt and practicques are 9 
9 | 
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betuixtthe Magiciamand them: ſot they ſerue both 
. one Maſter, althought in diuerſe faſhions. And as 
- deuided the Necromuncers, into two 1 | 
and vnlearned;; ſo muſt I denie them in other two, 
riche and of better accompt, poore and of baſſer 
degree. Theſetwo degrees now ot perſones, that 
practiſes this craft, anſwers to the in them, 
which (I taldyou before) the Deuil vſed as meanes 
to intyſe them to his ſeruice, for ſuch of them as are 
in great miſerie and pouertie, he allures to follow 
him, by promiſing vnto them greate riches, and 
world commoditie. Such as though riche, yet 
burnes in a deſperat deſire of teuenge, hee allures 
them by promiſes, to get their turne ſatisficd to 
their hartes contentment . It is to be noted nowe, 
that that olde and craſtie enemie of ours, aſſailes 
none, though touched withany of theſe two ex- 
tremities, except he firſt finde an entreſſe reddy for 
him, either by the great ignorance of the perſon he 
deales with, ioyned with an eui ll life, or elſe by 
their carcleſnes and contempt of God : And fin- 
ding them in an vtter deſpair, for one of theferwo 
former cauſes that I haue ſpokenof; he prepares 
the way by feeding them craſtely in their , 
and filling them further and further with deſpaire, 
whilc he finde the time proper to diſcouer lumſelf 
vnto them. At which time, either vpon their wall 
ing ſalitarie in the fieldes, orolſe lying; in 
their bedʒ but alwaies withoutthe company ofany 
other, he either by a voyce or ĩn likenefſe of a man 

inquucs of chem, what troubles chem: and pn” 
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ſeth them, a ſuddaine and certaine waie of reme- 
die, vpon condition on the other parte, that they 
follow his adviſe, and do ſuch thinges as he wil re- 
uireofthem: Their mindes being prepared be- 
ore hand, as I haue alreadie ſpoken, they eaſelie 


a vntothat demande of his: And fyne ſettes 
an other tryiſt, where they may meete againe. At 
which time, before he proceede any further with 
them, he firſt perſwades them to addic themſelues 
to his ſeruice: which being eaſely obteined, he then 
diſcouers what he is vnto them: males them to re- 
nunce their God and Baptiſme directlie, and giues 
them his marke vpon ſome ſecreit place of their 
bodie, which remaines ſoare vnhealed, while his 
next meeting with them, and thereaftereuer inſen- 
ſible, how ſocuer it be nipped or pricked by any, 
as is dailie proued, to giue thema proofe thereby, 
that as in that doing, hee could hurte and heale 
Rm ee g. eure Perret 
d im. And beſides that, the intollera- 
— oa they fcele in that place, where he 
hath marked them, ſerues to waken them , and not 
to let them reſt, while their next meeting againe: 
fearing leaſt otherwaies they might either forget 
him, being as new Prentiſes, and not well inough 
founded yet, in that fiendlie follie:orclſe remem- 
bring of chat horrible promiſe they made him, at 
their laſt 5 might skunner at the ſame, 
_ andpreaſleto call it back. Attheirthirde meeting, 
he males aſhew to becareſulltoperforme his pro- 
miſes, cither by teaching them waics howe _ 
F them 
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themſelues reuenged,ifthey be of that ſort: Or els 
by teaching them leſſons, how by moſte vildeand 


vnlawfull meanes, they may obtaine gaine, and 
worldlie commoditie, if they be of the other ſorte.

The Witches aTiones diuided in two partes. The acki. 
ones pro per to their omne perſones.T heir actiones tow- 
ard others. The forme of their connentiones, and ado- 
ring of thetr Maſler. 

' Partomarnss, 
YE haue ſaid now inough of their initiating in 
that ordour. It reſtes then that ye diſcourſe vp- 
on their practiſes, fra they be paſſed Prentiſes: for 

Iwould faine heare what is poſſible to them to 

performe in verie deede. Although they ſerue a 

common Maſter with the Necromancers,(as L haue 

before ſaide) yet ſerue they him inan other forme. 

For as the meanes are diuerſe, which allures them 

to theſe vnlawfull artes of ſeruing of the Deuillʒſo 

by diuerſe waies vſe they their practiſes, anſwering 
to theſe meanes, which firſt the Deuill, vſed as in- 
ſtrumentes in them; though al tending to one end: 

To wit, the enlargeing of Sathans tyrannie, and 

crofling of the propagation of the Kingdome of 

Cuxrsr, ſo farreas lyeth in the poſſibilitie, either 

of theone or other ſorte,or of the Deuill their Ma- 

ſter. For where the Magicians as allured by curio- 
ſitie, in the moſtparte oftheir practiſes, ſeekes prin- 
cipallie the facing of the ſame, and to winne to 
themlſclucs a popular honoure and cſtimation: 

| Theſe 
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Theſe Witches on theother parte, being intiſed 
ether for the deſire of reuenge, ot of wordlytiches, 
their whole practiſes are either to hurte men and 
their gudes, or what they poſſeſſe, for ſatisfying of 
their cruell mindes in the former, or elle 3 the 
wracke in quhatſocuer ſorte, of anie whome God 
will permitte them to haue power off, to ſatisfic 
their greedie deſire in the laſt poynt. 

Er 1. In two partes their actiones may be diui- 
ded; the actiones of their owne petſones, and the 
actiones procceding from them towardes anie o- 
ther. And this diuiſion being wel vnderſtood, will 
eaſilie reſolue you, what is poſſible to them to doe. 
For although all that they confeſſe is no lie vpon 
their parte, yet doubtleſly in my opinion, a patt of 
it is not indeede, according as they take it to be: 
And in this I meane by the actiones of their owne 
perſones. For as I ſaid before, ſpeaking of Magie 
that the Deuill illudes the ſenſes of theſe ſchollers 
of his, in manie thinges, ſo ſaye I the like of theſe 
Witches. 

Par. Then I pray you, firſt to ſpeake ofthat part 
of their owne perſons, and ſyne ye may come next 
to their actiones towardes others. 

Ev. To the effect that they may performe ſuch 
ſeruices of their falſe Maſter, as he employes them 
in, the deuill as Gods Ape, counterfeites in his ſer- 
uantes this ſeruice & forme ofadoration, that God 
preſcribed and made his ſeruantes to practiſe. For 
as the ſeruants of GOD, publicklie vſes to con- 
veene for ſeruing of him, ſo makes he them in great 

o 
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numbers to conveene (though publickly they dare 
not) for his ſeruice. As none conueenes to the ado- 
rati on and worſhipping of God, except they be 
marked with his ſeale, the Sacrament of Zapriſme: 
So none ſerues Sathan, and conueenes tothe ado- 
ring of him, thatare not marked wich that marke, 
wherof I alredy ſpake. As the Miniſter ſent by cod, 
teacheth plainely at the time of thei: oublick con- 
uentions, how to ſerue him in ſpirit & tru:h: ſo that 
yncleane ſpirite, in his owne perſon tcacheth his 
Diſciples, at the time of their conucening , how to 
worke all kinde of miſchicfe : And craues compt 
of all their horrible and deteſtable proccedinges 

. paſſed, for aduancementofhis ſeruice. Vea, that he 
may the more viuclie counterfeit and ſcorne God, 
he oft times makes his ſlaues to conveene in theſe 
verrie places, which are deſtinat and ordeined for 
the _— of the ſervantes of God (T meane 
by Churches) But this fare, which I haue yet ſaid, 
Inot onelie take it to be true in their opiniones, 
but euen ſoto be indeede. For the forme that he 
vſed in counterfeiting God amongſt the Gentiles, 
makes meſo to thinke: As God ſpake by his Ora- 
cles,ſpake he not ſo by his? As OD hadaſwell 
bloudie Sacrifices, as others without bloud, had 
not he the like? As God had Churches ſanctiſied 
to his ſeruice, with Altars, Prieſts, Sacriſices, Cere- 
monies and Prayers; had he not the like polluted 
to his ſeruice? As God gave reſponſes by Vrim and 
Thummim, gaue he not his reſponſes by the intralls 
of beaſtes, by the ſinging of Fowles ,and by their 
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actiones in the aire 2 As God by viſiones, dreames, 
and extaſes reueiled what was to come, and what 
was his will vnto his ſeruantes; vied he not the like 
meanes to forwarne his ſlaues of things to come: 
Vea, euen as God loued cleannes, hated vice, and 
impuritie, & appoynted puniſhmenres therefore: 
vicd he not the like (though falſelie I grant, and but 
in eſchewing the leſſe inconuenient, to draw them 
vpon a greater) — difimuled he not I ſay, ſo farre 
as to appoynt his Prieſtes to keepe their bodies 
cleane and vndchled, before their asking reſpon- 
ſes of him? And feyned he not God to be a pro- 
tectour of cuerie vertue, and a iuſt reuenger ofthe 
contrarie? This reaſon then moues me, that as he 
is that ſame Deuill; and as craftie nowe as he was 
then; ſo wil hee not ſpare as pertelie in theſe acti- 
ones that I haue ſpoken of, concerning the witches 
perſones: But further, Witches oft times confeſſes 

not only his conueening in the Church with them, 

but his occupying of the Pulpir: Yea, their forme 

of adoration, to be the kiſſing of his hinder partes. 

Wnich though it ſcemeridiculous, yet may it like- 

wiſe be true, ſeeing we reade that in Calicute, he ap- 

pearing in forme of a Goare-bucke,hath publicklie 

that vn-honeſt homage done vnto him, by euerie 

one of the people: So ambitious is he, and greedie 

of honour ( which procured his fall) that he will 

euen imitate God in that parte, where it is faid,that 
eMoyſes could ſee but the hind: partes of God, for Exo. 33 
the brightneſſe of his glorie : And yet that ſpeache is 

ſpoken but «yyuxuxatucy 
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Cn. I + ee . 
What are the waies peſsible,w the witches may tran. 
port themſelues to pI far On — 
ſible & mere ee of Sathan. And ihe reaſons ther of.

BY tby what way fay they or think ye it posſible 
that they can com to theſe vnlawful cõuentiõs: 

Ey 1. There is the thing which I eſteeme their ſen- 

ſes to be deluded in, and though they lye not in 
confeſſing of it, becauſe they thinke it tobe true, 
yet not to be ſo in ſubſtance or effect: for they ſaie, 
that by diuerſe meanes they may conueene, either 
to the adoring of their Maſter, or to the putting in 
practiſe any ſeruice of his, committed vnto their 
charge: one way is natural, which is natural riding, 
going or ſayling, at what houre their Maſter comes 
and aduettiſes them. And this way may be eaſelie 

belcued: an other way is ſome· what more ſtrange: 

and yet is it poſſible to be true: which is by being 
carryed by the force of the Spirite which is their 

conducter, either aboucthecarth or aboue the Sea 

ſwiftlie, to the place where they are to meet: which 

Iam perſwaded to be likewaies poſſible, in reſpect 

that as Habakkuk was carryed by the Angell in that 

forme, to the denne where Daniell laie; fo thinłe I, 

Apociyt the Deuill will be reddie to imitate God. as well ĩn 

phe of thatasin otheythinges: which is much more poſſi- 

Alland bie to him to doe, being a Spirite, then to a mighty 

the Dra- winde, being buta naturall meteore; to tranſporte 

Sen. from one place toan othera ſolide bodie, as is com- 

n. onlie and dailie ſeene in practiſe: But in _ 

ent 
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lent forme they cannot be carryed, but a ſhorte 
boundes, agreeing with the ſpace that they may re- 
teine their breath: for if it were longer, their breath 
could not remaine vnextinguiſhed, their bodie be- 
ing carryed in ſuch a violent & forceable maner, as 
be example: If one fall off an ſmall height, his life is 
but in pertell, according to the harde or foft light- 
ing: But if one fall from an uit and ſtay roc ke, his 
breath wilbe forceablie baniſhed from the bodie, 
before he can win to the earth, as is oft ſeen by ex- 
perience. And in this tranſporting they ſay them- 
ſelues, that they are inviſible to ante other, except 
amongſt chemſclues;which may alſobe poſſible in 
my opinion. For if the deuil may forme what kinde 
of impreſſiones he pleaſes in the aire, as I haue ſaid 
before, ſpeaking of Magie, why may he not far eaſi- 
lier thicken & obſcure ſo the air, that is next about 
them by contracting it ſtrait together, that the 
deames of any other mans eyes, cannot pearce 
thorow the ſame, to ſee them? But the third way of 
their comming to their conuentions. is, that where 
in I think them deluded: for ſome of them ſayeth, 
that being transformed in the likeneſſe of alittle 
beaſt or foule, they will come and pearce through 
whatſoeuer houſe or Church, though all ordinarie 
es be cloſed , by wharſocuer open, the aire 
may enter in at. And ſome ſayeth, that their bodies 
lying ſtil as in an extaſy, their ſpirits wil be rauiſhed 
out of their bodles, &catied to ſuch places. And ſor 
verefying therof, wil giue cuident tokens,afwel by 
witneſſes that haue ſcene their body lying ſenſeles 
4 in 
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in themeanetime, as by naming perſones, whom- - 
with they mette, and —— quhat purpoſe 
was amongſt them, whome otherwaies they could 
not haue knowen: for this forme of journeing,they - 
affirme to vie moſt, when they are tranſported 
from one Countrie to another. 
Par. Surelie long to heare your owne opini 
on of this: For they are like old wiues trattles about 
the fire. The reaſons that moues me to thinke that 
theſe are meere illuſiones, ar theſe, Firſt for them 
that are transformed in likenes of beaſtes or foules, 
can enter through ſo narrow paſſages, although I 
may eaſelie beleeue that the Deuill coulde by his » 
woorkemanſhippe vpon theaire, make them ap- 
peare to be in ſuch formes, either to themſelues or 
to others: Vet how he can contracta ſolide bodie 
within ſo little roome, Ithinke it is directlie con- 
trarie to it ſelfe, ſorto be made ſo little, and yet not 
diminiſhed: To be ſo ſtraitlie drawen together, 
and yet feele no pame; Ithinłe itis ſo contrarie to 
the qualitie of a naturall bodie, and fo like to the 
little tranſubſtantiat god in the Papiſles Maſſe, 
that Ican neuer beleeue it. So to haue aquantitie, is 
ſo proper to aſolide bodie, that as all Philoſophers 
concludes, it cannot be any more without one, 
then a ſpirite can haue one. For whenPzr xx game 
AT, 12. ont of the priſon, and the doores all locked: It was not by 
— w ti _ 2 ſo little roome: but 
y che giuing place of the dore. thougli vnꝰe 
by the Gaylors. And yet is there no compari — 
when this is done, betuixt the power ot God 
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of the Deuill. As to their forme of extaſic and ſpi- 
rituall tranſporting, it is certaine the ſoules going 

out of the bodie, is the onely diſinition of natura 
death : and who arconce dead , God forbid wee 
ſhould thinke that itſhould lie inthe power of all 
the Deuils in Hell, to reſtore them to their life a- 
ine: Although he can put his owneſpirite in a 
cad bodie, which the Necromancers commonlic 
practiſe, as yee haue harde. For that is the office 
PR SY" MIO 
oule once BING e eee 
der anie longer in the worlde, but to the owne re- 
ſting place muſt it goe immediatlie, abiding the 
conjunction of the bodie againe, at the latter daie. 
And what Cuxrsr or the ets did miracu- 
louſlie in this caſe, it cannot in no Chriſtian mans 
opinion be maid common with the Deuill. As for 
anie tokens that they giue for proouing of this, it 
is verie poſſible to the Deuils craft , to perſwade 
them to theſe meanes. For he being a ſpirite, may 
hee not ſo rauiſhe their thoughtes, and dull theit 
ſences, chat their bodie lying as dead, hee may ob- 
ject to their ſpirites as it were in a dreame, & (as the 
Poets write of Merpbem) repreſente ſuch formes 
of perſones, of places, and other circumſtances, as 
he pleaſes to illudethem with? Vea, that he maic 
-decciue them withthe efficacie, may hee 
not at that ſameinſtant, by fellow angelles of his, 
illude ſuch other ſo in that ſame faſhion, 
-whome with he makes them to beleeue that th 
mette; that ä 2 
cue- 
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ſeuerallie examined, may euerie oneagree with an 
other. And that whatloeuer actiones, either in 
hurting men or beaſts: or whatſoeuer other thing 
that they falſelie imagine, at that time to haue 
done, may by himſelfe or his marrowes , at that 
ſame time be done indeede; ſo as if they would 
giue fora token of their being rauiſhed at the death 
of ſuch a perſon within ſo ſhorte ſpace thereafter, 
whom they beleeue to haue poyſoned, or witched 
at that inſtante, might hee not at that ſame houre, 
haue ſinitten that ſame perſon by the permiſſi- 
on of GO D, to the farther deceiuing of them, 
and to mooue others to beleeue theme Aud this is 
ſurelie the likelieſt way, and moſt according to rea. 
ſon, which my judgement can finde out in this, 
and whatſoeuer vther vnnaturall poyntes of their 
confeſſion. And by theſe meanes ſhall we ſaill ſure- 
lie, betuixt C s and Sqila, in eſchewing the 
not beleeuing of them altogether on the one part, 
leaſt that drawe vs to the errour that there is no 
Wieches: and on the other parte in beleeuing ofit, 
male vs to eſchew the falling into innumerable 
abſurdities, both monſtruouſlie againſtall Theolo. 
gie diuine, and Philoſophie humaine. 8

Orſooth your opinion in this, ſeemes to carrie 
moſt reaſon with it, and fence yee haue ended, 
then the actions belonging properly to the ir owne 
perſones : ſay forwarde now to their actiones v- 
ſed towardes others. 

Er 1. In their actiones vſed towardes others, 
three thinges ought to be conſidered: Firſt the ma- 
ner of their conſulting thereupon: Next their part 
as iuſtrumentes: And laſt their maſters parte, who 
puts the ſame in execution. As to their conſultati- 
onesthercupon, they vic them ofteſt inthe Chur- 
ches, where they conveene for adoring : at what 
time their er enquiring at them what they 
would beat: euerie one of them propones vnto 
him, what wicked turne they would haue done, 
either for obteining of riches, or for reuenging 
them vpon anie whome they haue maliceat: who 
ting their demande, as'no doubt willinglie 
e wil, ſince it is to doe cuill,he teacheth them the 
means, wherby they may do theſꝰ ne. As for little 
trifling turnes that women haue ado with, he cau- 
ſeth them to ioynt dead corpſes, & to make pow · 
ders thereof, mixing ſuch other thinges there a- 
mongſt, as he giues vnto them. 

Par. But before yee goe further, permit mee 1 

ray you to interrupt you one worde, which yee 
ue put mee in memorie of, by ſpeaking of Wo- 
men. What canbe the cauſe thatthere are twentie 
women giuen to that craft, where ther is one man? 


Ert. The reaſon Gay for as that ſexe 
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is frailer then man is, ſo is it eaſier to be intrapped 
in theſe groſſe ſnares of the Deuill, as was ouer 
well proued tobe true, by the Serpents deceiuing 
of Eus at the beginning, which makes him the 
homelier with that ſexe ſenſine. 

Par. Returne now where ye leſt. 

Ever. To ſome others at theſe times hee tea- 
cheth, how to make Pictures of waxe or clay: That 
by the roſting thereof, the perſones that they beare 
che name of, may be continuallie melted or dryed 
awaie by continuall ſickneſſe. To ſome hee giues 
ſuch ſtones or poulders, as will helpe to cure or 
caſt on diſeaſes: And to ſome he teacheth kindes 
of vncouthe poyſons, which Mediciners vnder- 
ſtandes not for he is farre cunningner then man in 
the knowledge of all the occult proprieties of na- 


ture) not that anie of theſe meanes which hee tea. 


cheth them (except the poyſons which are compo- 
ſed of thinges naturall) can of them ſelues helpe 
any thing to theſe turnes, that they are employed 
in, but onelie being Gods Ape, as well in that, as in 
all other thinges. Even as God by his Sacramentes 
which are earthlie of themſelues workes a heaven -· 
lie effect, though no waies by any cooperation in 
them: And as Cux is x by clay &ſpettle wrought 
together, opened the eies of the blynd man, ſuppoſe 
there was no vertue in that which he outwardlie 

applyed, ſo the Deuill will haue his out-warde 

meanes to beſhewes as it were of his doing, which 
hath nopart of cooperation in his turnes with 
him,how farrethat euerthe ignorantes be abuſed 
in 
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in the conttarie. And as to the effectes of theſe two 
former partes, to wit, the conſultationes and the 
outward meanes, they are ſo wounderfullas I date 
not allege anie ot them, without ioyning a ſuffici- 
ent reaſon of the poſſibilitie thereof. For leauing 
all the ſmall rrifles among wiues, and to ſpeake of 
the principall poyntes of their craft. For the com- 
mon trifles thereof, they can do without conuer- 
ting well inough by themſelues: Theſe principall 
poyntes I ſay are theſe: They can make men or wo- 
men to loueor hate other, which may be verie poſ- 
ſible to the Deuil to effectuat, ſeing he being a Ty 
tile ſpirite , knowes well inough how to perſwade 
the corrupted affection of them whom God will 
permit him ſo to deale with: They can lay the ſił · 
neſſe of one vpon an other, which likewiſe is verie 
ſible vnto him: For ſince by Gods permiſſion, 

e layed fikneſſevpon Ion, why may he norfarre 
cafierlay it vpon any other: For as an old praQti> 
ſian, he knowes well inough what humor domines 
moſt in anie of vs, andas a ſpitite hee can ſubtillie 
walken vp the ſame, making it peccant, or to a- 
bounde, as he thinkes meete for troubling of vs, 
when God will ſo permit him. And for the taking 
off of it, no doubt he willbegladto reliue ſuch of 
preſent paine, as he may thinke by theſe meanes to 
perſwade to bee catched in his euerlaſting ſnares 
and ferters . They can be. witch and take the life of 
men or women, by roſtingof the Pictures, asI 
ſpake of before, whichlikewiſe is verie poſſible to 
cir Maſter to performe, for although, (as I faide 
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belore) that inſtrumente of waxe haue no vertue 
in that turne doing, yet may hee not verie well 
euen by that ſame meaſure that his conjured 
ſlaues meltes that waxc at the fire, may he not I ſay 
at theſe ſame times, ſubtilie as a ſpirite ſo weaken 
and ſcatter the ſpitites of life of the patient, as may 
make him on th one part, for faintneſſe to ſweate 
out the humour of his bodie: And on the other 
parte, for the not concurrence of theſe ſpirites, 
which cauſes his digeſtion, ſo debilitat his ſtomał, 
that his humour radicall continually, ſweating out 
on the one parte, and no new luck being put 
in the place thereof, for lack ofdigeſtion on the 
other, hee at laſt ſhall vaniſh awaie,cuen as his 
picture will doe at the fire. And that knauiſh and 
cunning woorkeman, by _— him onely at 
ſome times, makes a proportion ſo neare betuixt 
the woorking of the one and the other, that both 
ſhall ende as it were at one time.

tempeſtes that are metcores , in reſpect of the 
ſuddaine and violent railing thereof, together with 
the ſhort induring of the ſame. And this is likewiſe 
verie poſſible to their maſter to do, he having ſuch 
affinitic with the aire as being a ſpirite, and ha- 
ving ſuch power of the forming aud moouing 
thereof, as ye haue heardme alreadie declare: For 
: 1 
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in the Scripture, that ſtile of the Prince of the aire Epheſis 


is giuen vnto him. They can make folkes to becom 
phrenticque or Maniacque, which likewiſe is very 

ſſible to their maſter to do, ſence they are but na- 
turall ſickneſſes: and ſo he may lay on theſe kindes, 
aſwell as anie others. They can make ſpirites either 
to follow and trouble perſones, or haunt certaine 
houſes, and affraie oſtentimes the inhabitantes: as 
hath bene knowen to be done by our Witches at 
this time. And likewiſe they can make ſome to be 
poſſeſſed with ſpirites, & ſo to becom verie Dzmo. 
niacques: and this laſt ſorte is verie poſſible likewiſe 
to the Deuill their Maſter to do, ſince he may ea- 
ſilie ſend his owne angell to trouble in what forme 


he wary +> whom cod wil permit 


| him ſo to vie, 
ar. But will God permit theſe wicked inſtru- 
mentes by the power of the Deuill their maſter, to 
trouble by anie of theſe meanes, anie that beleeues 
i hien 
Er t. No doubt, for there are three kinde of 
folkes whom God will permit ſo to be tempted or 
troubled; the wicked for their horrible ſinnes, to 
puniſh them in the like meaſure; The godlie that 
are ſleeping in anĩe great ſinnes or infirmities and 
W in faith, to waken them vp the faſter by 
ſuch an vncouth forme: and euen ſome ot the 
beſt, that their patience may bee tryed before the 
world, as Ion s was. For why may not God vſe anie 
kinde of extraordinariepuniſhment;when it plea- 
ſes him; as well as the ordinarie roddes of ſickneſſe 
or othet aduerſities. 8 Ah 
— HI. 
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Par. Who then may be free from theſe De. 
uiliſh practiſes: 

Er i. No man ought to preſume ſo far as to pro- 
miſe anie impunitie to himſelfe: for God hath be- 
fore all beginninges preordinated aſwell the parti- 
cular ſortes of Plagues as of benefites for euerie 
man, which in the owne time he ordaines them to 
be viſited with, & yet ought we not to be the more 
affrayde for that, of any thing that the Deuill and 
his wicked inſtrumentes can do againſt vs: For we 
dailie fight againſt the Deuill in a hundreth other 
waies: And therefore as a valiant Captaine, affraies 
no more being at the combat, nor ſtayes from his 
purpoſe for the rummiſhing ſhot of a Cannon, nor 
the ſmall clackofa Piſtolet : ſuppoſe he be notcer- 
taine what may light vpon him; Euen ſo ought we 
boldlie to goe forwarde in fighting againſt the De- 
uill withoutanie greater terrour, for theſe his rareſt 


weapons, nor for the ordinarie whereof wee haue 


daily the proofe. 

Pyr. Feit notlawfull then by the helpe of ſome 
other Witche to cure the diſeaſe that is caſten on 
by that craft: | 

Er 1. No waicslawfull:For I gaueyou the rea- 
ſon thereof in that axiome of Theologie, which 
was the laſt wordes I fpake of * 

Par. How then may theſe diſeaſes be lawful- 
liecured ? 

Ey 1. Onelie by earneſt prayer to GOD, by 
amendement of theirliues,and by ſharp perſewing 
euerie one, according to his calling of theſe inſtru- 

mentes

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mentes of Sathan , whoſe puniſhment to the death 
will be a ſalutarie ſacrifice for the patient, And this 
is notonely the lawfull way, but likewiſe the moſt 
ſure: For by the Deuils meanes, can ncuer the Deuill 
becaften out, as Chriſt ſayeth. And when ſuch a cure 
is vied, it may wel ſerue for aſhorte time, but at the 
laſt, it will doubtleſlie tend to the vtter perdition of 
the patient, both in bodie and ſoule.

Ev 1. It is euen ſo with them: For neither is it a- 
ble to them to vſe anie falſe cure ypona patient, ex- 
cept the patient firſt beleeue in their power, and 
ſo hazard the tinſell of his owne ſoule, nor yet can 
they haue leſſe power to hurte anie, nor ſuch as 
contemnes moſt their doinges, ſobeing it comes 
- faith, and not of anie vaine arrogancicin them- 
ſclues. 

Par. But whatis their power againſt the Ma- 
iſtrate? 

Er 1. Leſſe or „according as he deales 
with them. For if he be ſlouthfull towardes them, 
Godis verie able to make them inſtrumentes to 
waken & puniſh his ſlouth. But if he be the contra- 
rie, EI to the iuſt law of God,andallow- 
able law of all Nationes , will be diligent in exami- 
ning and puniſhing of them : GOD will noe 
pow their maſter to trouble or hinder ſogooda 
woorke. 

Par, But fra they be once in handes and fir- 
— 7 haue they anie further power in their 

t? 

Eyr. That is according to the forme of their 
detention. If they be but apprehended and detci- 
ned by anie priuate perſon, vpon other priuate reſ- 
pectes, their power no doubt either in eſcaping, 
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fore. Butifonthe other parte, their apprehending 
and detention be by the lawfull ag late vpon 
the iuſt reſpectes of their guiltineſſe in that craſt, 
their power is then no greater then before that 
euer medled with their maſter. For where 

God beginnes iuſtlie to ſtrike by his lawfull Lieu- 

tennentes , it is not in the Deuilles power to de- 

fraude or bereaue him of the office, or effect of his 
powerfull and reuenging Scepter. 

Par. But will neuer their maſter come to viſite 
them, fra they be once apprehended and put in fir- 
mance ? 

Er t. That is according to the eſtaite that theſe 
miſerable wretches are in: For if they be obſtinate 
in ſtilldenying, he will not ſpare, when he findes 
time to ſpeake with them, either it he finde them in 
anic comfort , to fill them more and more with the 
vaine hope of ſome maner of reliefe: or elſe it hee 
finde them in a deepe diſpaire, by all meanes to 
augment the ſame, and to perſwade them by ſome 
extraordinarie meanes to put themſelues downe, 
which verie commonlie they doe. But if they be 
penitentand confeſſe, God will not permit him to 
trouble them anic more with his preſence and al- 
lurementes. a 

Par It is not good vſing his counſell I ſee 
then. But I woulde earneſilie know when he ap- 
peares to them in Priſon, what formes vſes he then 
to take? 

Ee1.Diuers formes, euen as he vſes to do at other 


times vnto them. Fot as Itoldyou,ſpcking * 
2 
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heappearesto that kinde of crafteſ-men ordinarily 
in an forme, according as they agree vpon it a- 
mongſt themſelues: Or if they be but prentiſes, ac- 
cording to the qualitie of their circles or conjura- 
tiones: Vet to theſe capped creatures, he appeares 
as he pleaſes, and as he findes meeteſt for their hu- 
mors. For euen at their publick conuentiones, he 
appeares to diuers of them in diners formes, as we 
haue found by the difference of their confeffiones 
in that point: For he deluding them with vaine im- 
preſſiones in the aire , makes himſelfe to ſeeme 
more terrible to the groſſer ſorte, that they maie 
thereby be moued to feare and reuerence him the 
more: And les monſtrous and vncouthlike againe 
to the craftier ſorte, leaſt otherwaies they might 
ſturre and skunner at his vglineſſe. 

Par, How can he then be felt, as they confeſſe 
they haue done him, it his bodie be but of aire? 
Eri. I heare little of that amongſt their conſeſ- 
ſtones, yet may he make himfelte palpable, either 
by ere, any dead bodie, and vſing the mini- 
ſtrie thereof, or elſe by deluding as wel their ſence 
of feeling as ſeeing; which is not impoſſible to him 
todoe, — all our ſenſes, as we are ſo weake, and 
_—_— ordinarie ſickneſſes will be often times de- 

uded. 

Par. But I would ſpeere one worde further 
yet, concerning his appearing to them in priſon, 
which is this. May any other that chances tobe 
preſent at that time in the ptiſon, ſee him as well as

ches vs. Indeede this e is to be marked be- 
twixt the fotmes of Sathans conuerſing viſiblie in 
the world. For of two different formes thereof, the

purpoſe hath bene. This we finde by experience in 
this Ile to be true. For as we know, moe Ghoſtes 
and ſpirites were ſeene, nor tongue can tell, in the 
time ot blinde Fapiſtrie in theſe Countries, where 
now by the contrarie, a man ſhall ſcarcely all his 
time here once of ſuch things. And yet were theſe 
valawfull artes farre rarer at that time: and neuer 
were ſo much harde of, nor ſo rife as they are 
now. 

Put. What ſhould be the cauſe of that? 

Er 1. The diuerſe nature of our ſinnes procures 
at the Inſtice of God, diuerſe ſortes of puniſhments 
anſwering thereunto. And therefore as in the time 
of Papiſtrie, our fathers crring groſſelie, & through 
ignorance, that miſt ofcrrours ouerſhaddowed the 
Deuill to walke the more familiarlie 
them: And as it were by barnelie and affraying 
tcrroures , to mocke and accuſe their barnelie er- 
roures. By the contrarie, we now being ſounde of 
Religion, and in our life rebelling to our profeſſi- 
on, God iuſtlie 4 that ſinne ofrebellion,as Samuel 
calleth it, accuſeth our life ſo wilfullic fighting a- 
gainſt our profeſſion, 

Par. nn are entred now to ſpeake of 
the appearing of ſpirites: I would be glad to heare 

ur opinion in that matter. For manie denies 

that anie ſuch ſpitites can appeare in theſe daics 
as haue ſaid. 


Er . Doubtleſlic who denyeth the powers

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I haue ſpoken alreadie. Thefirſtis, where ſpirites 
troubles ſome houſes or ſolitaric places: The ſe- 
cond , where 8 followes vpon certaine per- 
ſones, and at diuets houres troubles them: The 
thirde, when they enter within them and poſſeſſe 
them: The fourth is theſe kinde of ſpirites that are 
called vulgatlie rhe Fayrie. Of the three former 
kindes, ye harde alreadie, how they may arrificial- 
lie be made by Wirch· craft to trouble folke: Now 
it reſtes to ſpeake of their naturall comming as it 
were, and not rayſed by Wirch-craft. But generally 
I muſtfor-warne you of onethi before! enter in 
this purpoſe:that is, that although in my diſcourſe- 
ing of them, I e them in divers kindes, y ee 
muſt notwithſtanding there of note my Phraſe of 
ſpeaking in that: For doubtleſlie they are in effect, 
but all one kinde of ſpirites, who for abuſing the 
more of mankinde, takes on theſe ſund ie ſhapes, 
and vſes diuerſe formes of our-ward actiones, as if 
ſome were of nature better then other. Nowe l 
returne to my e: As to the firſt kinde oftheſe 
ſpirites, that were called by the auncients by diners 
names, ace as their actions were. For if they 
were ſpirites that haunted ſome houſes, by a 
ring in diuers and horrible formes, and —— 
reate dinne: they were called Lemures or Spetira. 
F they a in likeneſſe of anie defunR to 
ſome friends of his, they wer called wmbre mortue. 
rum: And ſo innumerable ſtiles they got, accor- 
ding to their actiones. as I haue ſaid alreadie, As we 
ſee by experience, how — gi- 
uen 
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venthem in our language in the like maner: Of 
the appearing of thele ſpirites, wee are certiſied 
by the Scriptures, where the Prophet Esar 13. and 
Fſay 13 | 
lere. ge * the deſtruction of Babel and E- 
dom: declares, that it ſhal not onlie be wracked, but 
ſhall become ſo greate a ſolitude, as it ſhall be the 
habitackle of Howlettes, and of Z11x and Ii, 
which arc the proper Hebrewe names for theſe 
Spirites . The cauſe whie they haunte ſolitarie 
aces, it is by reaſon, that they may affraie and 
— le the more the faith of ſuche as them a- 
lone hauntes ſuch places. For our nature is ſuch, 
as in companies wee are not ſo ſoone mooued 
to anie ſuch kinde of feare,as being ſolitare, which 
the Deuill knowing well inough , hee will not k 
therefore aſſaile vs but when we are weake : And 
beſides that, GOD will not permit him ſo to 
diſhonour the ſocieties and companies of Chri- 
ſtians , as in publicke times and places to walke 
viliblie amongſt them. On the other parte, when 
he troubles certaine houſes that are dwelt in, it is a 
ſure token either of groſſe ignorance, or of ſome 
groſſe and ſlanderous ſinnes amongſt the inhabi- 
tantes thereof: which God by that extraordinarie 
rod puniſhes. 
Par, But by what or can theſe 
Spirites enter in theſe houſes, ſeeing they alledge 
that they will enter, Doore and Window being

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chattime. For if they haue aſſumed a deade bo- 
die, whercinto they lodge themſelues, they can 
eaſely inough open without dinne anie Doore 
or Window, and enter in thereat .

Ey. What more is the als troubled of a 
dead bodie , when the Deuill carryes it out of 
the Graue to ſerue his turne for a ſpace , nor 
when the Witches takes it vp and joyntes it, or 
when as Swine wortes vppe the graues? The reſt 
of them thatthe Scripture ſpeakes of, is not mea- 
ned by a locall remaining continuallie in one 
place, but by their reſting from their trauelles 
and miſeries of this worlde,while their latter con- 
junction againe with the ſoule at that time to re- 
ceaue full glorie in both.

Er t. There hathindeede bene an old opinion 
of ſuch like thinges; Forby the Greekes they were 
called which fignificth men · woolfes: 
But to tell you ſimplie my opinion in this, if anie 
ſuch thing hath bene, I rake it to haue proceeded 
but of a naturall ſuper-abundance of Melancho- 
lie, which as wee reade, that it hath made ſome 
thinke themſelues Pitchers, and ſome horſes, and

are made of no better ſtuffe, and peraduenture 
blotted with no ſmaller ſinnes (as Cur: sr ſaide, 


ſpeaking of them vppon whome the Towre in 


tators, matter to prayſe G O D, that they meri- 
ting no better, are yet ſpared from being corrected 
in that fearefull forme. 
Par. Theſe are good reaſones for the parte 
of GO D, which apparantlie mooues him fo to 
it the Deuill to trouble ſuch perſones. But 
nce the Deuil hath euer a contrarie reſpecte in all 
the actiones that G O D employes him in: which 
is I pray you the end and mark he ſhoots at in this 
turne: | 
Ev 1. It istoobtaineone of two thinges there» 
by, if he may: The one is the tinſell of their life, 
by inducing them to ſuch perrilous places at ſuch 
time as he either followes or poſſeſſes them, which 
may procure the ſame : And ſuch like, ſo farre 
as GOD will permit him, by tormentingthem 
to. weaken their bodie , and caſte them in incu. 
rable diſcaſes. The other thinge that hee prea-

As to your firſt queſtion: there are diuers 
ſymptomes, whereby that heauic trouble may be 
diſcerned from a naturall ſickeneſſe, and —— 
lie three, omitting the diuers vaine ſignes that the 
Papiſles attributes vnto it: Such as the raging at ho- 
lie water, their flecinga back from the Croce, their 
not abiding the hearing of God named, and innu- 
merable ſuch like vame thinges that were alike fa- 
ſhious and feckles to recire. But to come to theſe 

three ſymptomes then, whereofT ſpake, Iaccount 
the one of them tobe the incredibleſtrengrth of the 
poſſeſſed creature, which will farre exceede the 
ſtrength of ſix of the wighteſt and wodeſt of any 
other men that are not ſo troubled. The next is — 
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boldni 5 — breaſt and bellie, 
wich 6 44 vnnaturall ſlurung and vchement a- 
gitation within them: And ſuchan ironie hardnes 
ot lis ſinnowes ſo ſtiffelie bended our, that it were 
not poſſible to prick out as it were the skinne of a- 
nie other perſon ſo far: ſomightcly works the De» 
uil in all the members and ſenſes ot his body, he be» 
ing locallie within the ſame, ſuppoſe of his foule 
and affectiones thereof, hee haue no more power 
then ot any other mans. The laſt is the ſpeaking of 
ſundric languages, which the patient is knowen by 
them that were acquainte with him neuer to haue 
learned, and that with an vncouth and hollowe 


voice, and al the time of his ſpeaki mo- 
tion being in his breaſt then in his - Butfra 
this laſt ſymptome is excepted ſuch , as are altoge- 


ther in the time of their poſſeſſing bereft of al their 
ſenſes being poſſeſſed with a dumme and blynde 
ſpirite,whereof Chriſt releiued one, in the 12. of 
Mathew. And as to your next demande, it is firſt to 
be doubted if the Papifteror anie not profeſſing the 
the onelie true Religion, can relieue anie of that 
trouble. And next, in-· caſe — — refs 
pectes it is poſſible vntot tothe former v 

on two reaſons, it is grounded: firſt that it is — 
ea ſo manic of them to bee counterfite, which 
wy le the Clergie inuentes for confirming of their 
rotten Religion. The next is, that by experience 
we linde that few, who ate poſſeſſed indeede, are 
ſullie cured by them: but rather the Deuill is con- 
tent to relraſe the bodelie hunting of them, ſor a

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ſhorte ſpace,thereby to obteine the al hurt 
ofthe ſoules of io many that by theſe falſe miracles 
may be induced or confirmed in the profeſſion of 
thatcrroncous Religion: cuen as I told youbefore 
that he doth in the talſe cures, or caſting off of diſ- 
cales by Witches. As to the other part of the argu- 
ment in · caſe they can, which rather ( with reue- 
rence of the learned thinking otherwaies) I am in- 
duced to beleeue, by reaſon of the faithfull report

And beſides that, I think it hath ben ſeldome 
harde tell of, that any whome perſones guiltie of 
that crime accuſed, as hauing knowen them to be 
their marrowes by eye · ſight, and not by hear · ſay, 
but ſuch as were fo accuſed of Witch-craft, could 
not be clearely tryed vpon them, were at the leaſt 

publickly knowen to be of a very euil life & repu- 

tation: ſo iealous is God I y, of the fame of them 
that are innocent in ſuch cauſes.

laſt as long as leaſure would permit: And to con- 
clude then, ſince I am to take my leaue of you, I 
pray God to purge this Cuntrie of theſe diuelliſhe 
practiſes: for they were neuer ſo nite intheſe partes, 
as they are now.
